Mayor Dunne assumed a 
firm .latitude yesterday In conference 
with the labor leaders, and told them 
he would certainly call for troops In 
the event there was a further spread of 
the strike. Samuel Gompers. president 
of the American Federation of Labor, 
has arrived In Chicago and says he will 
do all In his power to end the strike.

ALBERT G. JEFFERS CLAIMS 


EXPELLED FROM THE CHICAGO 
BOARD OF TRADE. 


VIOLATION OF THE RULES 


In Operating a ’‘Bucket Shop” the 
Charge On Which Action 
Was Based. 


Chicago, May 16.—(Special.]—A. G. 
McCampbcll, suspended from the Board 
of Trade here in 1889 for bucket-shop- 
ping practices, was to-day expelled 
from membership. His original sus¬ 
pension was for five years, or until 
such time as he could clear himself of' 
the charges. Since that time, it is 
said, he has been openly running a 
bucket shop at Louisville under the 
name of Burt & Mc<\ampbell. Last Oc¬ 
tober McCampbell entered the employ 
of the Union Commission Company. 
The failure of Burt & McCampbell last 
fall attracted the attention of the Chi¬ 
cago Board, and when McCampbell re¬ 
cently sought reinstatement It afforded 
an opportunity' to present the evidence 
and expel him. McCampbell wanted 
reinstatement in order to sell his mem¬ 
bership. 

Amos McCampbell. who Is one of the 
best known men in Louisville, was not 
In the city last night, being in Chicago 
nt the present time, but an intimate 
friend ot his, who understands his busi¬ 
ness, explained the nature of the case 
last night. Regarding the expulsion of 
Mr. McCampbell he said: 

”Mr. McCampbell was engaged in the 
same business in 1889 that he is now, 
and for many years he has been in no 
other business. He has always con¬ 
ducted u*hat is known as a ‘bucket 
shop’ and has made no secret of the 
fact. It is well known to everybody In 
Louisville and has been for many years. 
The Whole thing Is simply that the 
Board of Trade has seen fit to take 
away from him an asset which is 
worth several thousands of dollars. 
They could have done the same thing 
to anybody else. If they had seen fit. 
TheS* want the business themselves and 
are trying to break up ail tbe ‘bucket 
shops.’ but the expulsion of McCamp- 
bell will not affect his business In any 
way, for ho never dealt through the 
Board of Trade of Chicago. 

“When he was elected a member of 
the board, the sentiment against 
‘bucket shops’ was not so strong as it 
Is now. Mr. McCampbell was conduct¬ 
ing a ‘bucket shop’ «t that time, and it 
was not concealed in any way, being 
well and generally known. No objec¬ 
tion was offered nt that time to his 
business, and he continued a member 
of the Board of Trade until he was sus¬ 
pended In 1889 Since that time he has 
taken no part In the board, but has 
continued his business 

“The firm was not known as Burt A 
McCampbell. but Burt & Co. Since the 
failure McCampbell has been manager 
of the Union Commission Company, 
which took over the old Arm.”

Judge John H. Foster is one of the 
leading Republicans of the First dis¬ 
trict, and for the past twelve years has 
been Judge of the Superior Court of 
Vanderburg county. His first public 
office was that of State Representative, 
which he held for two years, and when 
he retired from this office he was elect¬ 
ed to the bench nnd has filled this po¬ 
sition ever since, each time receiving 
the nomination without opposition. He 
Is a nephew of John W. Foster, one of 
the leading diplomats of the country, 
who was Secretary of State In Presi¬ 
dent Harrison’s cabinet. 

Judge Foster was not a candidate for 
Congress and did not want to make the 
race. The only tw‘o Republicans who 
sought the nomination were District j 
Chairman George A. Cunningham, of 
this city, and John W. Brady, of 
Princeton. The convention was held in 
Rockport, Ind., and ended In a row*, 
no nomination being made. The Brady 
faction adjourned to meet at Prince¬ 
ton n week later, and the Cunningham 
people adjourned to meet at Evansville 
on the same date. Senator James A. 
Hemenway was called in to bring the 
factions together, and Judge Foster 
was agreed upon as a compromise can¬ 
didate. After much persuasion he 
agreed to make the race. 

Judge Foster is forty-five years old 
and has a wife and three children. His 
family is prominent socially. He is a 
member of the Evansville Lodge of 
Elks and several other secret orders.

FOR GROWTH AND GERMINA¬ 
TION GENERALLY. 


MUCH TOBACCO LAND READY. 


Washington. May 16.—The Weather 
Bureau bulletin summarizes crop con¬ 
ditions as follows: 

In the Upper Mississippi and Upper 
Missouri valleys and throughout the 
Rocky mountain and Northern Pacific 
coast regions/ tho week ending May 15 
Was too cool for germination and grow’th 
and successive rains greatly Interfered 
with farming operations In the Central 
and West Gulf States and generally 
throughout tho central valleys and lake 
region In the Atlnntlc coast and gulf 
districts, with the exception of New Eng¬ 
land and the northern portion of the Mid¬ 
dle Atlantic States, the temperature con¬ 
ditions were favorable, but there was too 
much rain In the Carotlnas and insuffi¬ 
cient moisture In portions of the Middle 
Atlantic States and New* England, the 
forepart of the week and too cool In 
the two last districts. In California the 
temperatures were more favorable than 
the preceding week. 

• • • 

Corn Planting Interfered With. 


In consequence of continuous rains 
corn planting • has been Impracticable 
uv«'r nearly the whole corn belt and this 
work is now greatly delayed. In Iowa 
several days of spring weather will he 
required before planting can be generally 
resumed and similar conditions exist, to 
a greater or less extent. In northern 
Illinois. Indiana. Ohio and the southern 
portions of Wisconsin and Michigan. Corn 
planting progressed favorably in the Mid- 
die Atlantic States, where It Is largely 
finished. 

Reports of damage to winter wheat by 
rust and Insects, while principally con¬ 
fined to the southern portion of the wheat 
belt, are more numerous than In the pre¬ 
vious week, but the crop as a whole con¬ 
tinues In promising condition and has 
made satisfactory advance during the 
week. Wheat is now heading as far 
North as central Kansas and Missouri 
and the southern portions of Illinois and 
Indiana.

Considerable planting remain* 
to be done In Oklahoma and In the north¬ 
ern portions of Louisiana, Mississippi and 
Alabama and slanting Is unfinished In the 
Carolina*. Planting Is about completed 
In Georgia, where the stands nre excel¬ 
lent. nnd the plants are healthy and 
growing favorably. In the Oarollnas, 
Georgia. Alabama and Arkansas many 
fields are foul. In central and northern 
Texas planting has been further delayed 
and the crop, which le very weedy. 1ms 
been much damaged by heavy rains, and 
Is doing well over limited areas only. In 
southern Texas the condition of cotton 
ranges from fair to good and much ha* 
been chopped and cultivated. Boll w^evfi 
and other pests are attacking the crop 
In localities.

O., Mny 16.—{Special.}—Will¬ 
iam G. Meyers was captured tiffs even¬ 
ing in this city by Detective* Delo- 
lianty and Hail, aasisted by Deputy 
Sheriff William B. Powen, of Mob IK 
Ala., and hHd at the station on a 
cluftrg© of fraudulently obtamirg goods 
on credit or bringing lrrto tbt* grata 
money or good so obtained to the extent 
of $15,000. The goods and mon*y were 
the* property of the Ahrens & Oft r ‘o, 
of Louisville. Meyero wns formerly 
an employe of the company at Mobile 
and while there took a part of the m >n- 
cy. but covered U up in some manner. 
He then went into business for himself, 
taking in a partner named Mooney, 
who was only a figurehead. Previous¬ 
ly. it Is alleged, he had taken a largo 
stock of good* and secreted them and 
when he opened up the goods w^re then 
taken to his store. He entered Into an 
agreement that the books of his con¬ 
cern should be open at all times to the 
Ahrent* & Ott To., and under those 
circumstances was advanced credit. 

After getting a stock on which he 
obtained large sums ho changed hla 
hooks In such a manner that there was 
no way of accounting for what he had 
and then raised money on his stock. 
His next move was to go Into & bank¬ 
ruptcy court for further defrauding his 
company, but here he lost out An ex¬ 
pert bookkeeper wan summoned and 
the fraud was disclosed. Going farther 
bnck his defalcations with the com¬ 
pany were also uncovered, and that 
same night Meyers disappeared. He 
came direct to Toledo, and while en¬ 
deavoring to get a position In St Louis 
he was apprehended through the malls. 
He claims that he has spent all the 
money he got. 

Theodore Ahrens, the pr^fldent of the 
Ahrens A Ott Co., said last night, in • 
explanation of the arrest of Meyers: 

”He was engaged in business as a 
plumbing contractor, the firm being 
Meyers A Moody. He bought large 
quantities of good* from us through 
our New Orleans house and later failed. 
We thought the failure was fraudulent 
and swore out a warrant against him. 
He owed several firms, but we were tho 
largest creditors, the amount he caught 
us for being between $10,000 and $15.- 
000 .”

A committee was appointed 
to draw up a contract with G. Kouzlrs. 
of New York, in the interest of lhe 
association and it reported that the 
entire 1904 crop of the members of the 
orgcnlzaikm Is Involved In the trans¬ 
act ion. 

Chairman Ewing was infracted to 
forward to alt the county chairmen 
pledge* for the 1905 crop, and President 
Fort says that the signing of these 
pledges will sound the dearth knell of 
the trust. The Executive Committee 
claims that 50 per cent, of the 1004 crop 
Is now pledged to the association. The 
committeemen present stated that the 
trust, anticipating a movement of this 
sort, was already offering farmer* in 
pome sections $10 all around for their 
hext crop. 

J. Edwards, of Clarksville, was ap¬ 
pointed general classifier for the asso¬ 
ciation. A new tobacco market was 
established nt Springfield. Tenn., sub¬ 
ject to the rules of the association, with 
James Couch as salesman. Charges for 
storage were fixed at $1.75, l per cent, 
and insurance.

NEGOTIATING FOR 

CASSAVA LANDS. 


Packers Said To Be After 500,000- 
Acre Tract In the South For 
Cattle-Feeding Ground. 


Chicago. May 16.—[Special.!—Negotia¬ 
tions for the purchase of 500.000 acres 
of Cassava lands In Northern Florida 
and Southern Alabama by Chicago. 
Kansas City and Omaha packers are 
reported practically completed. The 
vast area is in one tract, and If the deal, 
which has been pending for a long time. 
Is closed the Southern States will share 
honors with Montana and Wyoming os 
cattle feeding States. 

For more than a year the industrial 
departments of the Seabord Air Line, 
the Louisville and Nashville, the South¬ 
ern and other railroads that are striv¬ 
ing to upbuild the great unused acres 
of Dixie, have been trying to point out 
the advantages of the Cassava lands of 
Florida and Alabama for stock rais¬ 
ing. 

Stress is laid on the economy to be 
derived In the matter of export business, 
holding that the nearness of the feeding 
sections to the gulf ports would mean 
a great saving in transportation and 
would give the United States practically 
a monopoly of the foreign meat trade. 

Experts have pronounced the Cassava 
root unexcelled as a fattening food for 
cattle, and that It makes flesh more 
quickly than does the grass of the far 
Northwest. Cassava grows in great 
abundance and requires no attention.

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Valuable War Relics Recovered. 

By what he terms an act of prov¬

Dual Personality. 

The "science of the occult" has many 
charms for some minds. Mesmerism, 
revived after a sleep of some years, un¬ 
der the new name of hypnotism, clair¬ 
voyance, spiritism, telepathy, mind 
reading and various other divisions 
of the subject have come In for much 
discussion and some investigation. 
The Society for Psychical Research has 
collected a good deal of testimony upon 
tliese‘subjects, much of which is cer¬ 
tainly curious, though there Is a dif¬ 
ference of opinion as to what it proves. 
The question of dual personality Is a 
kindred one and has been Illuminated 
by many curious stories. 

There has from time to time been 
manifested a disposition to get subjects 
of this sort Into the courts, but only 
qualified success has attended these ef¬ 
forts, except when 'redress for fraud or 
imposition has been sought. It has hap¬ 
pened. fortunately or unfortunately, ac¬ 
cording to the point of view, that the 
science of the occult has been assidu¬ 
ously cultivated by a great many peo¬ 
ple quite devoid of moral character, 
and by some of the greatest scoundrels. 
These have made it a profession, and 
have collected much tribute from the 
credulous and unsuspecting. This Is not 
seriously denied by the honest believers 
in the cult, who, however. Insist that 
the abuse of anything Is no argument 
against Its proper use. 

In behalf of George W. Wood, of New 
Jersey, accused of murder, It is alleged 
that he had a dual personality and 
that he had no recollection of what oc¬ 
curred to him for several days. Includ¬ 
ing that in which the killing of Wil¬ 
liams took place. It Is not precisely a 
case, as the reporter thinks, of Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, for the latter’s 
dual personality was produced at will 
by resort to a certain drug. The paraly¬ 
sis of memory in persons accused of 
crime Is one of the most familiar fea¬ 
tures of criminal prosecutions. Il lg 
the rule rather than the exception that 
a person under Indictment Is quite un¬ 
able to remember anything which he 
thinks tends to incriminate him. while 
his memory of those points that tend 
to his exculpation is fresh and vigor¬ 
ous. sometimes to an astonishing de¬ 
gree. These apparent lapses of mem¬ 
ory are better explained by an Indis¬ 
position to tell the truth, except when 
It 13 clearly to the advantage of the 
witness to do so. 

The expression "dual personality" 
Is used with a good deal of latitude. 
That some people Imagine themselves 
to be somebody else Is quite well un¬ 
derstood. One man believes himself 
Napoleon Bonaparte, another George 
Washington, and there are not a few 
who claim to ba divine. These are lun¬ 
atics, of course, and all asylums for 
the insane contain specimens of that 
sort, but they are not usually classed as 
cases of dual personality. Tho latter 
explanation Is generally offered In cases 
where persons imagine themselves to 


Legislatures and Publicity. 

Not long ugo the news dispatches 
told of the action of the Connecticut 
Legislature In voting to distribute a 
sum of money among the newspaper 
men who reported Its sessions. This It 
did as an evidence of appreciation of 
their services. 

Now the lower house of the Minne¬ 
sota Legislature, following that ex¬ 
ample, luis acted favorably upon a res¬ 
olution to distribute $750 among the re¬ 
porters of Its session, taking me posi¬ 
tion that they prevented palpablo er¬ 
rors from creeping into bills and other¬ 
wise rendered valuable help to the 
body. 

The views of those Legislatures (Piter 
widely from tlio views of certain mem¬ 
bers of the Pennsylvania Legislature 
who recently undertook to restrict 
greatly the privileges of newspaper 
men at the sessions of that boly. ami 
from the attitude of more than one 
member of the New York Legislature, 
who have talked of excluding news¬ 
paper men altogether from thalr ha : ls. 
Senator L’Hommedieu, of the latter 
body, in a burst of rage said that news¬ 
paper reporters “are a nuisance; they 
create all the disturbance by moving 
about; they Interfere wdth legislat¬ 
ing.” 

As an Eastern publication suggest s, 
"a gratuity to reporters from m*n 
whom it Is their duty to w’atcn and 
criticise has an unpleasant look." 
Therefore the actions of the Connect I - 
cut and Minnesota law-makers, even 
supposing that their motives were high 
and their words In good faith, were 
not commendable, at any rate In taste. 

But the views of the Pennsylvanians 
and the New Yorkers are contemptible. 
Members of State Legislatures are ser¬ 
vants of tlie people. The people have a 
right to minute knowledge of 
every word and action spoken and per¬ 
formed by them. Newspaper reporters 
are present at their sessions In the reg¬ 
ular discharge of a dignified and proper 
duty, which Is to obtain Information 
of the people’s servants for the people. 
Whenever members of Legislatures 
manifest aversion to publicity and the 
agents of publicity they merely arouse 
In the public mind suspicion of their 
motives. The very Legislature of which 
Senator L’Hommedieu Is a member has 
not been altogether free from charges 
of questionable transactions during Its 
recent meetings In Albany, and his ti¬ 
rade against reporters Is not calculated 
to Increase public confidence In it. 

The truth Is that If a newspaper cor¬ 
respondent be honest, conscientious, vig¬ 
ilant and faithful he Is capable of ren¬ 
dering great assistance to both legis¬ 
lators and constituents. An honest leg¬ 
islator need not fear him, although he 
can Interfere greatly' with paying and 
promising bits of legislation undertaken 
by a dlBhonest one. A Legislature 
does itself, the public and the news¬ 
papers the greatest Justice, not by vot¬ 
ing the reporters reward for so-called 
help, but by encouraging publicity and 
affording the reporters the fullest op¬ 
portunity to scan Its acts. 


Spain’s Alcohol Trust. 
Consular Reports, published monthly 
by the Bureau of Commerce and Labor, 
contain. In No. 294, a report from Con¬ 
sul General Benjamin 11. Ridgely, at 
Barcelona, on tb? "Alcohol Trust In 
Spain." He say* the organization of 
such a trust Is the most Important re¬ 
cent development In Spain. It has a 
capital of sixteen million pesetas, which 
Mr. Ridgely estimates at a little over 
three million dollars. A note, however, 
from the Bureau of Statistics says: 

“The Consul General estimates the 
peseta at Its gold value, 19.3 cents; the 
value of the* peseta In general currency 
is about 15 cents.” Subject to this cor¬ 
rection, the capital would not exceed 
$2,400,000. which seems a small sum for 
cornering the alcohol market of a coun¬ 
try with a population of 17,500,000. 

There poem® to be a frankness about 
this trust which is not found in Amer¬ 
ica. It Is given out that the members 
bind themselves neither to establish 
new manufactories nor to deal In al¬ 
cohol not produced by the company. 
Tlie combination embraces most of the 
alcohol distillers of Sraln, and also tlie 
National Sugar Company, which brings 
into the trust its manufactories, its 
molasses or dregu,- and the alcohol 
which it produces. Tlie sugar company 
owns most of the sugar ml Ha of Spain, 
and more than half of the grain dis¬ 
tilleries are in the combination. 

The proposition to form this trust, 
says Mr. Ridgely. was received with 
misgivings. The conditions embraced a 
clause that one-half of the shares which 
distillers receive In payment for their 
plants shall be deposited In the com¬ 
pany’® offices for four years ao a 
pledge that the sellers will not resume 
distilling In competition with the trust. 
This was not palatable to many, but a 
| majority acquiesced. There was a fur¬ 
ther objection that the capital pro- 
b» other Uian they are and carry out. V !ded Is too email, and It Is not unlike- 


ion gallons. By introducing cheap¬ 
er alcohol. It is hoped to Increase tho 
consumption. Tlie principal use of In¬ 
dustrial alcohol has been for heating, 
but the purpose Is to bring It into gen¬ 
eral use for lighting and power. There 
Is no doubt that successful combination 
cheapens the cost of production, but 
th? consumer often fails to get the full 
benefit of the production, and bo con¬ 
sumption Is not stimulated to the extent 
expected. 


Transporting Dynamite. 

The opinion has been frequently ex¬ 
pressed that the dreudfu! railroad disas¬ 
ter at 8outh Harrisburg. Pa., last week 
was quite unavoidable, and perhaps it 
will turn out that no foresight or dili¬ 
gence could have averted a collision. 
But It Is pretty clear that the frightful 
loss of life would not have occurred 
had It not been for the presence of a 
car of dynamite In the frieght train. 
The passenger train crashed into this, 
exploded the dynamite and the blasting 
powder adjacent, and to this circum¬ 
stance Is due the extent of the disas¬ 
ter. 

Dynamite has come to be a commod¬ 
ity of very extensive use In Industry. 
It must be transported by rail in order 
to reach the consumers. But It does not 
follow that It must be transported as 
It was In this case in the middle of a 
train of thirty-six cars. On this point 
an official of the Pennsylvania road Is 
quoted as follows: 

“Dynamite Is simply classed as slow 
freight and Is treated Just like so much 
coal, except that a sign Is generally put 
on tho car reading ‘High Explosive.' As 
a common carrier a railroad has to ac¬ 
cept It, but there Isn’t a railroad man 
who doesn’t dread cafrying it nnd who 
doesn’t believe that a railroad should 
haul It on a special train of one car nnd 
an engine with a sign as big as the car 
telling what’s on It. nnd ought to Charge 
a special rate to cover tho expense of 
this.” 

Senator Elkins, of West Virginia, Is 
quoted as saying that the great loss of 
life would not have occurred at South 
Harrisburg If & bill offered by him had 
been passed by Congress. This bill 
was Introduced In February, 1904, and 
provided that the transportation of high 
explosives should he regulated by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. The 
Introduction of this bill was suggested 
to Mr. Elkins by an experience of his 
own In passing a night in a sleeper 
alongside a car of dynamite. The rail¬ 
roads opposed the bill, and their In¬ 
fluence was sufficient to defeat It. 

The South Harrisburg incident has re¬ 
vived the discussion of the need of more 
care In the shipment of high explosives. 
Greater precautions may require an in¬ 
crease of the price charged for ship¬ 
ment, and cause a higher price to 
thdfee who use explosives, but this ought 
not to weigh against reasonable provis¬ 
ion for the security of human life. 


Here ore the four canal difficulties 
as condensed and stated by Mr. Shoots, 
of the Canal Commission: 

“First—Climatic conditions. The solu¬ 
tion for this lies in sanitation. Wo will 
hnvo the greatest sanitary experts In the 
world associated with ns, and I am sure 
wo will overcome the climate. 

“Second—Labor. The solution for the 
difficulties Involved In securing enough 
of the right kind of labor Ilea In fair 
treatment, fair wages and enforced sani¬ 
tation. 

“Third—The engineering problem Is not 
per sc more difficult than others that 
have been put through successfully. Its 
Immensity is the only staggering thing 
about It. The same organisation and 
the same forces applied to this project 
that are used In less gigantic enterprises 
of the same kind, but on a similarly 
large scale, will, in my opinion, moke a 
successful Job. 

“Fourth—Distance from tho base of 
supplies. The solution of this Ilea en¬ 
tirely In the perfection of an organiza¬ 
tion In Panama and In this country. 
Whot will he necessary will be for main¬ 
tenance of an absolute equilibrium be¬ 
tween demand and supply relative to the 
cluss of labor and material.” 

They are great difficulties, Indeed, 
but from the tone of Mr. Shonts’ re¬ 
marks he does not Intend that they 
shall interfere with the speedy construc¬ 
tion of the waterway. His Ideas of the 
solution of the problems, as here briefly 
stated. Indicate that he ta a man of 
judgment and system, and doubtless he 
Is also a man of action.

It wos a few mlnut** after 4 o'clock 
when the last man on the Jury had b*en 
accepted by both aides and Judge 
Evans announced that no further pro¬ 
cedure In the case would be taken until

BISHOP WOODCOCK SPEAKS. 


The seventy-ninth annua] meeting of 
the CouncH of the Epl.«cop«a! d'.oceee of 
Kentucky, which adjourned yesterday, 
was devoted largely to action on the 
question of mission*. Almost all of yes¬ 
terday waun devoted to the discussion 
of the subject, w’hlch hag been given 
a great Impetus by Bishop Charles E. 
Woodcock since his acceptance of the 
bishopric of Kentucky. Steps were 
taken toward raising a permanent en¬ 
dowment fund of $100,000 for the bene¬ 
fit and use of the diocese. The fund will 
be rained by the parishes and Indi¬ 
viduals, who pledge themsnlee to pay 
a certain sum e^ch for ten years. 

The fund wilL be under the manage¬ 
ment and control of the trustees of the 
Bishop Dudley memorial fund, which 
body will be incorporated. The trustees 
as elected yesterday are: John W. 
Green, C. F. Johnson. Walter Walker, 
Worthington Robinson, G. S. Adams. 
C. P. Roblrvson. C.‘ G. Strater. of Lou¬ 
isville: S. K. Sneed, of Henderson; R. 
W". Covington, of Bowling Green. 

Final action was taken on the sug¬ 
gestion of the Bishop that the business 
of the diocese be controlled by a board 
of trustees Instead of the Bfchcp, In¬ 
corporated. The following member*, 
who will Incorporate the board, were 
appointed 1 : Bishop Charles E. Wood¬ 
cock, Geo. A. Robinson. Claud R. 
Barnes.* D. A. Keller. C. H. Gibson, of 
Louisville, and James E. Rankin, of 
Henderson.

Address By Dr. Woodcock. 


The meeting of the council woo 
brought to a close last night by serv¬ 
ices at Christ Church Cathedral, which 
were largely attended. Bishop Wood¬ 
cock made the address of the evening. 
In which he reviewed the work of the 
council and emphasized the steps taken 
In the matter of mission work In the 
diocese. He said there was nothing 
but encouragement In the tw*o day*’ 
work of the council. He declared men 
and women could do anything they 
wanted to do if they only showed the 
determination. He prophesied that 
great work would be done In the yeatfc 
to come in the matter of extending 
the Episcopal Church in the thirty- 
five counties in the diocese, where 
there Is scarcely any preaching, much 
less a church or mission. Said he: 

“We have scattered sheep in theoe 
counties and they must be mlniatered 
to. There must first be services in 
th-HFe counties, then a mission and then 
a church. It may not come In our day, 
bqt It la bound to come and I am de¬ 
termined that we shall do our duty 
in this line. I will never beg a dollar 
for God’s cause, but -the day has 
brought, forth much fruit. One man 
told me to-day that he had a -sum of 
money at my disposal. It la sufficient 
to maintain another man In the field. 
One man pledged $25 to the mission 
cause, while another pledged $5 a 
month for five year*. This same man 
told me he had $1,000 he did not need 
nnd it wo* ut my disposal. Thl* rn^an* 
there will be three new tnen In the dl'- 
ce*e before the next council meetlr^^ 
I am Interested ki Kentucky. It ie 
my home for life and I Intend to work 
faithfully for It* upbuilding.”

HIp resignation will 
taka effect os soon as his position can 
be filled.

FINDING OF BODY DOES 

AWAY WITH MYSTERY. 


Negro Girl Disappeared Christmas 
and Absence Was Not Ex¬ 
plained. 


'The mystery attending the d*sap- 
pearance of Gertie White, a seventeen- 
year-old negro girl, who left her 
home last Christina* eve, was re¬ 
opened yesterday by the finding of her 
partly-decomposed body In a vacant 
lot between Eighth nnd Ninth and 
Lexington and Kentucky street*. The 
body was burled under a foot of dirt 
and cinders. The head was uncovered 
by George Gardner, a negro laborer, 
employed by Contractor J. W. Fields, 
w’tu> was grading the surface of the lot. 

When the scraper exposed the hair on 
the girl's head Gardner ran yelling 
from the »pot. and in a short time a 
large crowd had collected. Deputy Cor¬ 
oner Pres Hamilton viewed the body, 
which hud reached *uch a stage of de¬ 
composition that it could not be ascer¬ 
tained whether violence had been used 
agalnut the girl. 

The body wa* Identified by Mathilda 
Brook*, of 1721 Eighth street, an aunt 
with vvhom the girl lived. She was rec¬ 
ognized by the hair and clothing. The 
aunt believes the girl was murdered, 
but Policeman David Gibbons, who Is 
acquainted with the neighborhood. Is 
of the opinion that the girl wandered 
,to the spot while under the Influence of 
morphine and froze to death while 
asleep. The place has been a dumping 
ground for cinders, and her body might 
nave been covered In that way.

Well-kept lawns and pretty flower 
bed* won n victory over stray dogs In 
the Jeffersonville City Council last night 
and an ordinance was adopted requ.ting 
the police to eiwpound all found 

running at large and to kill ail animals 
not claimed within forty-eight hours.. 
The measure provides that where a dog 
Is known to be valuable he shall be 
advertised before being killed. A pound 
fee of fifty cents a day Is provided for. 
The vo^e on the measure was seven to 
one, Mr. Carl voting no. 

When the Council assembled four of 
the twelve members. Messrs. 8cheer, 
Spieth, flense! and Willy, were absent, 
the latter still being In doubt as to 
whether he has a right to serve on ac¬ 
count of being connected with, a cor¬ 
poration operating under a franchise. 
Felix B. Campbell asked relief r rom the 
Council on account of bad drainage at 
Walnut and Market Streets, which he 
claimed had bran made by* tapping a 
eewer. It was referred* The City Coun¬ 
cil was invited to attend the commence¬ 
ment of the Utah School ut Spieth's 
Theater June 1. which was accepted 
by a unanimous vote. 

A number of property owners living 
or. Ekln avenue, betw**©n Watt street 
and Meigs avenue, petitioned the Coun¬ 
cil to extend the Improvement now be¬ 
ing made for a distance of one 
Additional block over the present con¬ 
tract along the south side of Ekln uv- 
enu©. which was referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on Streets arid Alleys. A petition 
to drain a pond outside of the city 
limits on North Spring street was re¬ 
ferred. The Finance Committee asked 
further time on the bill of Dr. W. H. 
Wheels for $700 on account of services 
as secretary of the City Board of Health 
for several years, there being a dispute 
«s to whether he had ever been elected 
to the position. 

The monthly reports of City Clerk 
Joseph Warden and City Treasurer 
Thomas W. Perry for April were read 
and, according tq the latter, the amount 
of current taxes collected was S1.10H.48, 
und delinquent $667.40. Orders amount¬ 
ing to 1862.32 were redeemed. The gen¬ 
eral fund on May 1 contained $2,344.54, 
while the sinking fund was overdrawn 
$667.46. The Commute on Police and 
Jail made a report on the question of 
remodeling the police station and city 
jail, recommending that the plans of 
Clarence E. Howard be accepted and 
that the old engine house on West 
Maple street and a vacant lot at Indi¬ 
ana avenue and Fourth street 1% sold 
to raise the funds for doing the work. 
The report was accepted. 

City Attorney H. P. Dilger* rendered 
a lengthy report on the rights of the 
city to condemn and tear down build¬ 
ings considered to be dangerous. It be¬ 
ing his opinion that the rights were 
broad and that the city was empowered 
to take such action u henever it was 
deemed necessary, un ordinance to that 
end bulng recommended. The commit¬ 
tee appointed to look Into the matter 
of bad drainage at Maple and Pearl 
streets. It being claimed the property 
of Mrs. C. Storz was being damaged, 
reported that it could not be found that 
the trouble had been “caused by any 
fault of the city. The Committee on 
Police and Jail was instructed to call 
for bids on remodeling the police sta¬ 
tion and Jail and to convert a part of 
tt into a court room.

When train No. B on the Pittsburg. 
Cincinnati. Chicago and St. Louis rail¬ 
way. which should have arrived at 
6:34 a. m., but wan# over an hour late, 
reached Jeffersonville yesterday the pi¬ 
lot was spattered with blood and was 
bent out of shape.

EXECUTIVE BOARD TO MEET. 


PRESIDENT ENGELHARD WILL 
DO AWAY WITH DEAD ISSUES. 


HEAVY TRAFFIC IN SUMMER. 


At the first meeting of the newly- 
elected Board of Directors of the Com¬ 
mercial Club, to be held at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, V. H. Engelhard, the 
president, will recommend a number of 
changes In the personnel of the standing 
committees of the organization. At the 
same meeting the chairman of the com¬ 
mittees will be announced and later the 
members will be selected by the presi¬ 
dent and the different chairmen. 

In preparing for an organization of 
his standing committees Mr. Engelhard 
discovered that a number of committees 
originated several years ago were use¬ 
less, having been appointed for specific 
duties, which have been performed and 
are no longer pertinent. A number of 
years ago committees were appointed 
to promote such projects os parks, li¬ 
braries, new streets and other municipal 
Improvements, and since the establish¬ 
ment of the library, the construction of 
the parks and mile after mile of Im¬ 
proved streets, the committees* duties 
have disappeared. 

“I will doubtless recommend.” said 
Mr, Engelhard yesterday, “that either 
these committees be abolished altogeth¬ 
er or their names be changed and new 
duties given them. At present there 
are eleven standing committees in the 
club and about three of them /tave 
nothing to do. There are a number of 
live Issues, which can be taken up and 
prosecuti-d. and I will recommend that 
th»*lr duties be changed so that they will 
have plenty of work on hand. About 
ten committees will be apj*>lnteJ to 
serve during the coming year.” 

• • • 

The vnrlous ticket offices of tho rail¬ 
roads running out of Louisville are re¬ 
ceiving numerous inquiries concerning 
tickets to Southern ami Western points 
during the coming summer and the rush 
of vacation excursionists promises to lx* 
heavier than ever before. The chief 
points of Interrst seem to be the gulf 
coast and Texas. A number of parties 
are planning trips to Cuba under spe¬ 
cial arrangements. 

• • • 

Large reductions In passenger fares 
have recently been made by the Illinois 
Central railroad between points where 
the road Is being forced to compete 
with interurban trolley lines. Between 
a number of points through Illinois 
nearly 50 per cent, reduction has been 
made. This reduction Is cotisldered a 
forerunner of similar cuts throughout 
the Middle West, where different lines 
are running in competition to trolley 
service. The rapid advance of trolley 
construction about nil commercial ten¬ 
ters has seriously crippled the passen¬ 
ger revenues of the steam roads at cer¬ 
tain points and the reductions are hee- 
essary in order to secure a share of the 
locnl passenger traffic. Louisville and 
Kentucky points have as yet been un¬ 
affected.

Separate city and county committers 
in countic* containing towns of the 
fourth class or higher, with different 
chairmen, win be required under the 
new rules, which were dlscuRsed y?ster- 
day by the Republican State Central 
Committee at an all-day sessjon In Its 
headquarters In the Illinois Life build¬ 
ing. The rule was not finally adopted 
yesterday, all the rules being referred 
back to a subcommittee to revise them 
further and report on May 27, but It 
was recommended by this subcommittee 
and ts practically certain to be adopted. 
The rule will require another chairman 
of the city committee in Louisville. Al¬ 
bert Scott, the county chairman, has 
held the position. 

The contest In Jnhnsofi county was 
decided in favor of G. D. Daniels, who 
was declared by the county committee 
to be the nominee for Sheriff. The only 
other matter brought before the meet¬ 
ing was the difficulty In Shelby county. 
This arose over an alleged failure or re- 
fusal of the county chairman, Capt. 
Thomas Todd, to call a meeting of the 
county committee. The State commit¬ 
tee held that the meeting should have 
been called and ordered that a meeting 
be held on June 12 at 10 o'clock at the 
courthouse. It was further derided, and 
becomes a rule of the committee, that 
In case of a refusal of the chairman 
to call a meeting of the committee the 
secretary* may call the meeting upon 
petition from more than four of the 
members.

I had 
not been In town for two months and 
did not know anything about the meet¬ 
ing until after I had been accused of 
not calling it. The rules do not say, 
anywhere, anything about the majority

Mr. Yerkes Has the Say. 

The committee met promptly at 9 
o'clock yesterday fhornlng. all being 
represented. .There was no committee¬ 
man from the Eighth district, W. J.

Th s 
was carried and the outsiders were pre¬ 
vented from hearing anything further 
A general discussion was then indulged 
in, Mr. Watrl making a lengthy protest 
against the rule. Nothing was decided 
yesterday, but It Is almost certain that 
the rule will be adopted.

1 27, when another meeting will he held 
in Louisville, and the rules will be form¬ 
ally adopted.

IN FISHERMAN'S HUT 


PROFESSOR IN CHICAGO UNI¬ 
VERSITY WILL LIVE. 


Dislikes Conventions and Desires To 
Live His Life As He 
Chooses. 


Chicago, Mny 16.—With tho dual de¬ 
sire of getting away from neighbors 
who annoy with piano playing nnd 
singing, nnd of living a life which he. 
can fashion as he chooses, Oscar Eck¬ 
stein, an instructor in chemical re¬ 
search nt the University of Chicago, 
has deserted the neighborhood of Mid¬ 
way Plaisunc*, and now Is living In a 
fisherman’s hut on the shore of Lake 
Michigan, where he prepares his own 
food, chooses his own companions, 
from the few fishermen who live near¬ 
by. nnd wears the greater part of the 
time a simple bathing suit. 

Dislike for conventions of oil kinds 
nnd a wish to be allowed to live his 
own existence in his own way—these 
are the Intluences which have led the 
scientist to leave his pleasant apart¬ 
ments In Klmhark avenue for the lone¬ 
ly hut beside the luke. The hut, or cot¬ 
tage, in which Dr. Eckstein lives con¬ 
sists of one room, twenty feet square. 
It Is simply furnished, contulnlng a 
table, chairs and a bed. There is also 
a bookcase, although the occupant does 
most of his work at the university. He 
rises early, takes a plunge before 
breakfast, and wears the bathing suit 
most of the time while he Is at the 
cottage. Law* governing tho eating 
and living habits of the people, he de¬ 
clares, aro useless. He procures what¬ 
ever his fancy suggests, and cats It 
whenever his appetite dictates. 

Oscar Eckstein was born in Munich 
thirty-five yeurs ago and has traveled 
in many out-of-the-way parts of the 
world. 

Since coming to the western conti¬ 
nent, Dr. Eckstein lived one winter 
with the Crow Indians in Montana and 
he passed the winter of 1903-04 with the 
Pueblo Indians in New Mexico. 


B00ILERS’ CASES 


REVERSED BY MISSOURI SU¬ 
PREME COURT. 


Information Against Former Mem¬ 
bers of House of Delegates 
Were Not Verified. 


Jefferson City, Mo., May 16.—Division 
No. 2 of the Supreme Court to-day 
handed down a decision reversing the 
judgments against Charles E. Gutke 
and Charles F. Kelly, former members 
of the Bt. Louis House of Delegates, 
nnd remanded their oases for new trial. 
Charles F. Kelly, former Speaker of the 
House of Delegates, was convicted and 
sentenced to two yeans In the peniten¬ 
tiary on the charge of perjury in con¬ 
nection with the passage of the Street 
Hallway Bill, known as the “Suburban 
Bill,” on January 20, 1903. An appe.il 
was taken. On October 12, 1904 he 
pleaded guilty to the charge of bribery 
In connection with the City Lighting 
BJ1L At the request of Gov. Folk, then 
Circuit Attorney, sentence was deferred 
to permit Kelly to turn State’s evi¬ 
dence. Kelly Is now In St. Vincent’s 
Asylum. 

Chas. E. Gutke wao convicted and 
sentenced to five year* in the peniten¬ 
tiary on th© charge of bribery In con¬ 
nection with the “Suburban Bill” on 
December 20. 1902. The case was appeal, 
ed—he also pleaded guilty to the charge 
of bribery In connection with the City 
Lighting Bill und sentence was also de¬ 
ferred. 

The decision of the Supreme Court 
was based on the ground that the In¬ 
formation*? against the defendants were 
not verified by affidavit* as required by 
law. Th© Gutke Information was veri¬ 
fied eighteen months after the defenJ- 
ani was convicted and just before final, 
sentence was passed, but the Supreme 
Court says that this was not In time to 
cure the defect in the information.

George C. Bennett Beats a Fine Field In 
the Bashford Manor Stakes. 


CHARLEY EASTMAN FINISHES SECOND. 


Son of Orsinl Goes To the 
Front When Ready and 
Gallops Home. 


GOOD THINGS ARE PUT OVER. 


KING'S DAUGHTER. MISS BILLIE

MAKERS NO GOOD. 


BIG HANDICAP TO BE RUN. 


R UNNING wRh n free and easy me- 
tlon like a piece of well oiled ma¬ 
chinery George C. Bennett yester¬ 
day afternoon galloped home an 
easy winner in the Bashford Manor 
Stakes at CflurchlH Downs. The race was 
witnessed by the largest crowd ever seen 
at the local course outside of holiday 
afternoons nrut Derby day. 

This brown colt, which is a son of Or- 
ilno— Llbbortlfllbbet. Is by long odds the 
best two-year-old colt seen at Churchill 
Dow.is In a long time. He Is a product 
of California- whore men grow strong 
and hordes grow fast, and from his per¬ 
formance of yeeterdav he will bring no 
discredit to the Pacific slope. He was In 
yesterday with the best field that he had 
ever started against and for a time indeed 
it looked as If he might be beaten, but 
down near the paddock gate Nlcol sent 
the whalebone twice across his satiny 
llanks and. responding like the game colt 
that he Is. he shot by Charley Eastman, 
the Southern champion, as if the son of 
Himyax were standing still. 

It was a fine race because George C. 
^Bennett was slow to get in hts stride and 
fin the meantime Eastman, who Is himself 
,t. grand youngster, was making hay while 
(the sun shone. But with gtnnt strld.s 
the big brown thoroughbred ate up space, 
pass.ng those In front of him one by one* 
■nd os they turned into the stretch it was 
* horse race unti. the lash fell across the 
sal 's of End Cooks youngster. There 
Is no telling what this colt Is worth. He 
ft'Ozns able to run on any sort of a track 
in almost any kind of time and to beat 

r nv manner of horses. Horsemen at the 
Aowns will go broke on him to a man 
when ho starts in the big Euslern Fu¬ 
turity. 

The ttlze of the crowd yesterday was a 
big surprise to the officials of the New 
X*oirNvllle Jockey Club, and it proved 
again what a hold th* racing of thorough¬ 
breds hns on Kentuckians The grand 

J itar.d wns a bower of beauty, spring mli- 
Inery and the wonderful creations of the 
BTVodistes' art. The betting ahed wns 

r cked to Its utmost capacity and the 
v'krtwiken» had al. the busLnoea they 
eould attend to. The public had a good 
flay because Geranium. King's Daughter, 
(Miss Rlllle and Foreigner were heavily 
played, while thousands of dollars were 
bc-t nu Balzac, the favorite and the win¬ 
der in the steeplechase event.

Geranium and Copperflcld raced nil the 
way, first the nostril of one showing In 
front and then that of the other. As 
they raced under the wire It seamed al¬ 
most a dead heat, the Judges giving the 
decision to Geranium. Bradley's Pet 
was third throughout, finishing six 
lengths behind the two leaders. 

The second race was chiefly notable on 
account of being the first appearance on 
the local track of King's Dalighter, the 
crack filly of T. C McDowell, which 
came Indorsed as the greatest two-year- 
old of the Bluegmss and who disputes 
the championship of Kentucky and the 
South with Beautiful Bess. She showed 
herself all that hod been claimed. She 
gait away in front and. galloping nlong 
with a comfortable lead, won very easily, 
never being fully extended. That good 
colt. Two Bills, was second, while Cot- 
tontown. one of the Miller pair, wns 
third. The start, while in no way affect¬ 
ing the result, was the most ragged 
Starter Dwyer hos given so far at the 
meeting.

3. and will continue indefinitely. President 
Winn said yesterrlny that the length of 
the Lntonln meeting w'ould be determined 
at a special meeting of the American 
Turf Association, which will he held in a 
short time.

This Is to be the feature 
event of the five additional days which 
have been added to th© meeting of the 
local racing association, and th* race will 
be run on the last day of th© me©tlng— 
Friday. June 2. 

Tills handicap will be at one mile, for 
three-year-old a and upward, the entrance 
fee to be $lo. with $25' to start, nnd the 
New Louisville Jockev Club to add $l.ono. 
The second horse will receive $20u, w r hlle 
$100 will go to th© horse which finishes 
third. 

Th© conditions of this race will make 
this event one of the most desirable of 
the present meeting, nnd th© chances are 
that every good handicap hors© now nt 
the Downs will tak© part In the race, nnd 
Secretary Davis will have his hands full 
In arranging equttable handicaps. This 
race is named as a compliment to the 
American Turf Association, but th© 
money will be added by the New Louis¬ 
ville Jockey Club. This Idea originated 
with Mr. Winn, and It should prove popu¬ 
lar with all of the associations racing 
under ths Jurisdiction of this body, and 
the chances are that similar handicaps 
will be offered at Latonla.

J 11 
is stated, however, that Secretary KU 
Hopper and Assistant Secretory John Dil¬ 
lon will remain In office during the com¬ 
ing meeting, but they will vacate as soon 
as tjiis meeting has been concluded. 

Just how long the Litonln meeting will

to-day and so damaged that repairs were 
absolutely necessary before sh© could 
have started in the race. Dr. Stlmson 
nnd hls guests were on board tho yacht 
and asleep when the scow ripped away 
a portion of th© yacht’s bulwarks She 
was towed Into Erie Basin and the dam¬ 
age was repaired. Dr. Stlmson. announc¬ 
ed that he would be ready to start In the 
race to-morrow. 

Though tho Starting Committee had 
announced that th© boats would be eeut 
away unless the fog wns of tho "pea- 
soup" variety, the conditions were cleatly 
dangerous. For part of the time the 
crews were hardly able to see 200 yards 
because of the dense fog. There was a 
splendid sailing breeze outside the Hook, 
but It was dead ahead, and to have at¬ 
tempted to send tho yachts away in it 
would probably have resulted In coUlstou 
as soon as they began to beat wind¬ 
ward. The start of the race had been set 
for.2:16 p. m.. but at that hour only six 
of the racers lay at anchor within the 
Hook, and tugs and excursion craft were 
slowly gathering to get a look at them. 
They were the British ship Valhalla and 
the American schooners Utowana, Atlan¬ 
tic. Thistle, HUdegrada and Endymlon. 
Those still nbsent were Lord Brassey’s 
British topsail schooner Sunbeam, the 
American bark Apache, the German 
schooner Hamburg, the American yawl 
AJlaa and the Fleur de Lye. The Sunbeam, 
Apache and Fleur de Lys had not Joined 
the fleet at nightfall, having remained at 
anchor in the upper harbor. On those 
which awaited fair weather everything 
was trim and fit. several of the American 
craft having half n dozen extra dorleu 
nnd a lirebont or two and many extra 
spars lashed to the deck. 

The Government tug Mgilant, with 
Commander Hebblnghaus, of the German 
navy, the Emperor's official representa¬ 
tive. on board, Joined the fleet, aiui two 
excursion steamers, heavily loaded with 
pnssengers, nnd a dozen tugs circled 
about among the racers as they lay at an¬ 
chor. while their passengers 
American.
